TRAIL WN MEXICO 
AVE ADULL TIME 


Soldiers Wait Between Motor 
Car Relays for News From 
Outside World. 


ASCENCION, Chihuahua, Mex., April 
14.—Less than a mile north of Ascencion 
lies the camp of the American infantry- 
men who are guarding the line of com- 
munication, Their tents are pitched in 
the center of a little cottonwood-fringed 
oasis. Around their camp is a long 
trench ready for instant occupancy, 
while cavalrymen constantly are mak- 
ing their lonely way up and down the 
motor supply route which dJeads from 
Columbus, N. M., to the front. 

[ft is a tedious job, this guarding’ of a 
wagon trail in the’ formless ‘desert of 
Chihuahua, according to the soldiers, 
who are members of the Twenty-fourth 
Infantry, a negro regiment. Only the 
occasional arrival of a motor or a wagon 
train carrying supplies to the troops 
farther to the front, who are actively 
pursuing Villa, breaks the monotony of 
the task. 

Kven the town of <Ascencion, !ving 
about 65 miles south of Columbus, W. 
M., offers no distraction for the sol- 
diers. Once a prosperous Mexican vil- 
lage, years of civil strife have left it 
little more than a huddled cluster of 
huts, bearing the marks of the town’s 
experience. Yet the troops console 
themselves with the knowledge that 
things here, after all, are not like those 
in Boca Grande, Colonia Dublan, Nami- 
quipa and other towns along the long 
motor supply route from the border to 
the district in which the advanced 
American detachments are pursuing 
Villa, 

Just Sitting on the Line. 

The soidiers are just sitting on the 
line, waiting and doing their best to 
adapt themselves. to their surroundings. 
Because of the order which has gone 
out against unnecessary firing, even 
hunting forbidden, 

It is to the arrival of the motor truck 
trains that the soldiers look forward 
most éagerly, bringing, as they do, sup- 
plies and news from the outside world. 
The hours counted from the time 
the word is flashed the field tele- 
graph wire that a train is leaving along 
the dusty trail which hugs the sand 
dunes to the west of Columbus in 4 
sweeping haif circle for 15 miles or so 
and finally crosses the border, until it 
can be seen making its way through the 
desert.

BERLIN, April 14, by wireless to Say- 
ville.—Emperor William yesterday at- 
tended a divine war service conducted 
at the German main army headquarters 
by Cardinal Felix yon Hartmann, Arch- 
bishop of Cologne.

LONDON, April 14.—Defeat of the 
Turkish forces in Mesopotamia by the 
- British was reported officially today in 
} an engagement on the Tigris below 
Kut-El-Amara the Turks were driven 
back from one and one-half to three 
miles. 
The text of the statement says: 
“Gen. Lake reports that on the after- 
noon of April 12 our forces on the righ 
(south) bank of the Tigris forced back 
the enemy's advanced lines over a dis- 
tance from one and one-half to three 


miles. 

“To do this they had to cross an inun 
dated belt intersected by deep cuts, 
from f00 to 1200 yards wide, extending 
from the Tigris to the Unm-El-Brahm 
marsh. 

“On the left bank water from the 
marshes has been driven by a northwest 
gale into some of the enemy’s trenches 
at Sannayyat. The enemy was heavily 
punished as he took refuge from the 
flood in the new positions.” 

The announcement of the British vic- 
tory came at a time when the public 
was beginning to fear efforts to relieve 
*the force of Gen. Townshend at Kut-El- 
Amara were docmed to failure, owing .o 
the check suffered by the relieving army 
a few days ago, and the difficult condi- 
tions brought about by floods, 
. “Many military writers in England be- 
lieved the flood shed made the relief 
of Gen. Townshend almost an impossi- 
bility, but today’s official report shows 
that, instead of hindering the British.

jonged, as is indicated by their uni- 
forms, to Kitchener’s Thirteenth Divi- 
sion, most of them from two brigade:. 
In this battle, which, as we have al- 
ready reported, ended favorably for us, 
‘we lost 79 killed, 168 wounded and nine 
missing.”’ 

‘JAeutenant-General Sir Percy Lake,

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Head of Hoboken Chemical Co. 
One of Those Named in 
Federal Complaint. 


NEW YORK, April 14.—Agents of the 
Department of Justice and Federal 
Prosecutors who already have eight men 
under arrest on chafges of attempting 
to blow up munitions shipa.with fire 
bombs, still hunted today the princi- 
pals who originated, financed and di- 
rected the alleged conspiracy. They 
declared that the eight prisoners, em- 
ployes of the North German Lioyd and 
Hamburg-American steamship compa- 
nies, were active only in the execution 
of the plot—the manufacture and dis- 
tribution of the bombs by which it is 
charged fires were started on more than 
thirty steamers. The identity of the 
chief conspirators. if known to the 
authorities, have not been disclosed. 
One man for whom the Federal agents 
are Searching is Walter T. Scheele, 
head of the New Jersey Agriculture and 
Chemical Co. of Hoboken, in whose 
factory the fire bombs are said to have 
been charged with explosives. He was 
named in the complaint drawn up by 
the prosecutors, but the agents say he 
apparently has left Hoboken and they 
doubt that they will be able to find 
him. 

Roger Wood, the Assistant United 
States District Attorney in charge of 
the prosecution of the cases, said that 
none of the ringleaders in the con- 
spiracy had been arrested. He said 
also that there was evidence to show 
that one of the factories for making 
fire bombs was the North German- 
Lloyd steamer Friedrich der Grosse, 
which lies at a Hoboken pier. The 
name of the agent who carried a con- 
signment of bombs for “use on steamers 
sailing from a Southern’ = seaport is 
known to the police, Wood said. 

The Federal authorities have confis- 
cated metals, apparatus and chemicals 
which they discovered in a search yes- 
terday of the headquarters of some of 
the alleged conspirators on the Fried- 
rich der Grosse. They also seized 
chemicals found the fertilizer fac- 
tory in Hoboken. 

Four men arrested vesterday 
spirators await arraignment before a 
United States Commissioner’ today. 
They are Carl Schmidt, chief engineer 
of the Friedrich der Grosse and three 
of his assistants. 

A hearing in the cases of four other 
men arrested Wednesday has been post- 
pened two weeks.

Says Father Killed Two Men. 


Lewis said his father was at one time 
Chief of Police in Galena, Kan., ani 
that he. killed two men. His father, he 
said, was so brutal and beat his wife 
and children so often that the_ family 
left him and the mother took the chil- 
dren to Ponca, Ok., where she had 
claimed a homestead. 

Ora and Frank were always bad boys, 
Joe said. As he put it, “Frank was bad 
and Ora was hell.’’ 

Joe said Lee and he were different, 
but that they always did what the 
other brothers told them to do. 

“Ora was always practicing with a 
gun, and Frank was some shooter,’ 
h. said, 

Lewis told the detectives Frank was 
once shot in the back five times while 
running from a Sheriff's posse in a 
Missouri town which he did not name.

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GUN ON GERMAN 
MILITARY ORDER 


Creator of the Fort Destroyer 
Succeeded in His Task 
Before War Opened. 


HE IS NOW “PROFESSOR” 


Fritz Rausenberger Is Said to 
--Have Made Gun That Will 
Shoot Across Channel.

COPENHAGEN, March 27.—Zeppelin’s 
picture has long. stood side by side with 
Goethe, Wagner, Frederick the Great, 
and Bismarck, in the windows of Ber- 
lin bookstores and postcard shops.

Fritz Rausenberger, inventor of the 
**42’s,"’ is not merely a technical expert 
whose skill has happened to serve the 
German army. 
whose ambition for the advancement of 
German arms prompted him to aban- 
don his uniform for technical studies. 
He is still young—only the hair at his 
temples is touched with gray. He 
would be quite capable of manning one 
of his own guns as artillery officer in 
the “‘Landwebhr,’’ were he not more 
needed at Essen, where he is now one 
of the co-directors of the Krupp works 

“Ordered” to Invent Gun, 

The relations between Krupp and the 
German gentral staff waver between 
those of seller and customer, and of in- 
ferior and superior officer. The in- 
vention of the ramous ‘42’s”" was the re- 
sult of an “‘order’’ in the strictly miii- 
tary, and not merely in the commercia! 
sense of the word. The technical ex- 
perts at Essen were ‘‘ordered”’ to invent 
a gun which could fulfil certain techni- 
cal requirements. And they did. Thev 
produced a gun that,.once it got within 
range, could smash the most mode:re 
fort like an egg-shell. 

But the genera! staff was not satisfied. 
It pointed out that the gun could only 


field railways. It ‘‘ordered’’ that this de- 
fect be removed. The order seemed lit- 
erally impossible to fulfill. The Krupp 
experts worked over it a year—two years 
—without results. But it was an ‘‘order.”’ 
Military discipline prevails at Krupp’s 
even over the minds of inventors. And 
so at last the ‘“‘order’’ was fulfilled. 
The devices for the piecemeal trans- 
portation of the guns were perfected, ac- 


=fcording to their inventor, only “shortly 


before the outbreak of war.’’ And in 
spite of these devices, the transporta- 
tion has remained a matter of great dif- 
ficulty. It requires seven railway wagons 
to transport a single one of these guns, 
and the impossibility of withdrawing 
them quickly, in case of a sudden, un- 
expected advance of the enemy, has 
forced the Germans to mine the con- 
crete bases on which these guns rest, 
so that they can be blown up if in dan- 
ger of falling into the enemy’s hands. 
Some Drawbacks. 

In this respect the ‘‘Fat Berthas,”’ as 
the Germans call their ‘‘42s,”’ are much 
inferior to the 36%-centimeter Skoda 
guns of the Austrians, which are easily 
movable, and which, manned by Aus- 
trian gun crews, played so prominent a 
part in the Antwerp campaign. The 42s 
also are very short-lived, 130 shots being 
all that one of them can be made to fire 
with safety. The shells are worth 10,000 
marks apiece. And the shocks of each 
Shot is so great that the gunners have 
to lie flat on the ground, with their 
mouths open, 200 feet away from the 
gun, which they set off by electricity. 

But in spite of all these drawbacks, 
the success of the gun has been colos- 
sal. The fact that, at the taking of 
FYort Douvuaumont, which has been 
ascribed by the allies to the assembling 
by the Germans of a number of these

The charges, according to Alderman 
Gus Baur, chairman of the committee, 
are that in the three and one-half years 
he has heid his position Supt. Primavesi 
has been in the rock quarry of the 
workhouse only four times. This, Baur 
said, has amounted to a teglect of duty 
on the part of Primavesi and has result- 
ed in a reduction of the wutput of rock. 

A further chsrgs is that Primavesi 
used the labor of city carpenters and 
wood and paints belonging to the city to 
construct articles of furniture for the 
Theosophical Society, of which Prima- 
vesi is president. Primavesi admitted 
making a blackboard and stand for the 
society, but sari he used discarded lum- 
ber that was of no value and considered 
the charge trivial. : 

Primavesi Was an appoiutee of former 
Mayor Kreismann and Was active in 
Progressive politics in 1912, Direcior Tol- 
kacz was out of town today and it was 
impossible to leaf: ‘what action he will 
take on the -ommittee’s report. Mayor 
Kiel said he nad nothing to do with it 
and knew nothing about it.

The first fly yor see today or tomor- 
row is worth one-tenth of a cent if you 


kill it. That is the market price for 
dead flies, beginning tomorrow, pro- 
vided you deliver them in quantities of 
100 at any public school building. 

If you don't kill flies you not only 
lose money, but also, every fly you let 
live means 1,000,000 more flies next Au- 


gust. That's how fast they multiply. It, 


will not do any good to let them go on 
increasing, in the hope of selling 1,000,000 
flies next August for one you could 
sell now, for the fly market will last 
only a month. The Consumers’ League 
is going to pay for the flies and the 
idea is to encourage the killing of flies 
now, so that there will be fewer'of them 
to spread disease in the summer. 


Payment by Coupon. : 

Tomorrow morning, from 10 to 1% 
o'clock, and every Saturday morning 
for the next four weeks, representatives 
of the Consumers’ League and the 
Mothers’ Club will be at the schools to 
count the flies and pay for them. Pay- 
ment will be by coupon, instead of cash, 
as in the past. These coupons, at the 
rate of 10 cents for 109 dead flies, may 
be cashed at any of the tollowing star

Referring incidentally to Mexico he 
told of how a man has urged that 
trustees for that nation’s welfare be 
chosen, and of his reply that no nation 
had achieved real prosperity and happ.- 
ness for its masses through a trustee- 
ship imposed on it from above. 

The speech was delivered before an 
audience including nearly all the mem 
bers of his Cabinet, Democratic mem 
bevs of the Senate and House, Demo- 
cratic state chairmen from many states 
and other high officials of the nation 
and states gathered to atiend the an- 
nual banquet of the Common Counsel 
Club.

The President was referred to repeat- 
edly as ““The next President’ by Sena- 
tors Hollis and Walsh and Representa- 
tive Glass who preceded him, and eaci:

ity which can befall the nation,’ but 
who nevertheless prepares for war.

Substance of President's Speech. 

The President said in part: 

“One of the things that has seemed 
to me most to limit the usefulness of 
the Republican party has been its pro-

of Thomas Jefferson has been that his 
was the spirit @ humanity, exemplified 
upon the field of America. Thomas 
Jefferson was a great leader of men, be- 
cause he understood and interpreted the 
spirits of men. Some men can be led by 
their interests. All men can be led by 
their affections. Some men can be led 
by covetousness. All men ean be led 
by thé visions of the mind. 

“The only way we can honor 
Jefferson is by illustrating his spirit 
and following his example. His exam- 
ple was an example of organization and 
concerted action for the rights of men. 
first in America and then by America’s 
example, everywhere in the world. The 
thing that interested Jefferson is the 
only thing that ought to interest us. No 
American who has caught the true his- 
toric enthusiasm of this great country 
that we love can be proud of it merely 
because it has accumulated great mate- 
rial wealth and power. The pride 
comes in when we conceive how that 
power ought to be used. 

As I have listened to some of the 
speeches tonight, the great teeling has 
come into my heart that we are better 
prepared than we ever were before 
show how America can lead the 
along the paths of light.

“Take the single matter of the fiuan- 
cial statistics of which we have only 
recently become precisely informed: tie

TWO OUNCES OF GREEN FLUID IN 
WATER APPARENTLY RUN AUTO 


German Chemist Says Invention Will 
Produce Motor Fuel at One and — 
Half Cents a Gallop. 


NEW YORK, April 14.—Coroner Wil- 
liam B. Gibson of Huntington, L. I., 
told a reporter today that last Tuesday 
he and Leroy Ackerly, a Northport law- 
yer, saw Louis Enricht, a German chem- 
ist of Farmingdale, run an automobdile 
on no fuel except two guarts of water 
and about two ounces of a greenish 
liquid—Enricht’s own invention. 
“Enricht got out his two-passenger 
runabgut,”’ the Coroner said. “There 
was a‘ five gallon gasoline tank back of 
the dashboard. Attached to the cap of 
the tank was an electrode connected 
with a two-cell dry battery. There was 
no other electrical equipment and the 
tank was empty. 

“Pnricht poured the water and the 
liquid into the tank, screwed on the cap 
and cranked the car. He gave a three- 
mile demonstration ride to a representa- 
tive of a big corporation and then tuok 
Ackerly on a like trip." 

Enricht declares that by his discovery 
he can produce automobile fuel for ap- 
proximately one and a half cents a val- 
lon. He gays his invention utilizes the 
extraction of hydrogen from water.

VIENNESE HAS METHOD OF 
MAKING NETTLE INTO TEXTILES 


If Manufacturing Process Ie Success. 
ful Central Europe Will Be In- 
dependent of American Cotton. 


LONDON, April 14~—Dr. Oswald Rich- 
ter, professor of organic chemistry at 
the University of Vienna, confidently 
looks forward to the time when the 
successful cultivation of the nettle and 
its manufacture into textiles will make 
central Europe independent of American 
cotton ; 

The London Daily Chronicle repro- 
duces from the Deutsche Tageszeitung 
the particulars of the process by which 
Dr. Richter says he is able to substitute 
the fiber of the nettle for cotton in the 
manufacture of textiles. It has long 
been known the fiber of nettle was ca- 
pable of treatment to make it fit for 
use in textiles, but the difficulty was to 
separate the woody particles from the 
fiber. 

For this purpose Dr. Richter tried am- 
monia, but the process was expensive. 
Now he has hit on a simple inexpensive 
process in which he employs water. The 
Deutsche Tageszeitung declares the new 
process is entirely satisfactory.

TUCSON, Ariz., April 14.—Indigna- 
tion over the killing of Mrs. John 
Savage Bates, formerly Miss Jose- 
Phine Dickson Walsh, 
Julius S. Walsh of St. Louis, by two 
Deputy Sheriffs and a city policeman, 
has been heightened by the testimony 
given by her husband, Capt. Bates, at 
the ingeust yesterday. Deputy Sher- 
iffe Wiley and Johns and Policeman 
Salazar were held without bail, 
charged with the killing. 
| Capt. Bates testifies that, after the 
men had fired into’ his automobile, 
fatally wounding Mrs. Bates, they 
drove up and assured him that she 
was “only scared to death,” and that 
they had been firing blank cart- 
ridges. 

At first, Capt. Bates said, he ac- 
cepted this statement as true, and he 
drove’a’short distance before he dis- 
covered ' that his wife was really 
wounded. He said that, after her 
condition became) known, the three 
men stood around without attempting 
to explain or apologize. 

Capt. Bates said that, as he and his 
wife were driving home Tuesday night, 
his wife called his attention to a ma- 
chine coming up behind them at a rapid 
rate, and asked him to pull to the sid2 
and let the machine pass. He said he 
Started to do this, and that he then 
heard a noise which he thought was a 
tire blowing out. Hearing two similar 
noises, he. realized that they were re- 
volver shots, and“he heard his wife 
say: “I'm shot.”

FINISH THE VILLA JOB. 

The unfortunate thing has happened in Mexi- 
co. The clash at Parral between American troops 
and Mexicans, in which blood was shed on both 
sides, greatly increases the difficulties of the sit- 
uation. It is the first trouble with the Mexican 
populace or Mexican soldiers that has occurred 
since our troops entered Mexican territory, and 
the consequences cannot be foreseen. 

On the heels of the collision {s Carranza’s note 
protesting against the Villa expedition without a 
complete understanding between the two Govern- 
ments and his suggestion that “it is time to treat 
with the United States for the withdrawal of her 
forces.” 

The Carranza Government’s note is based whol- 
ly upon technicality. It overlooks the important 
object, the destruction of Villa and his forces— 
fully as important to the Carranza Government as 
to the United States—and rests upon pettifogging 
details of agreement with regard to the pursuit of 
Villa. It overlooks the main point, even insists 
upon the abandonment of it, on account of insig- 
nificant points which are of no consequence be- 
yond Carranza’s own political game. 

Of course, our Government may treat with the 
Carranza Government both as to details of the 
expedition and as to the time of withdrawal, but 
we cannot permit the First Chief to play fast and 
loose with our plans to perform-the duty we have 
undertaken. We cannot at his whimsical bidding 


j}abandon the task which has cost us so much in 


money, labor, risk and actual sacrifice of life. 
We have started out to punish Villa for his mur- 
derous raid in American territory and we must 
finish the job. It is work that Carranza should 
have done and, having failed to do, gave his con- 
sent for us to accomplish. We will not stop and 
waste our costly effort because he chooses to 
withdraw his consent. 

The only condition which should govern the 
authorities in continuing the pursuit is the safety 
of American troops, which may be menaced by 
Carranzistas. We may have to deal with Carranza 
first. 7

CHINESE REVOLT SPREADS. 

How woefully foreign observers, especially our 
own American observers, underestimated the 
strength of the devotion to representative govern- 
ment in China is again shown by the decision of 
the Province of Che Kiang to cast its lot with the 
revolt against Yuan Shi Kai. Evidently the terms 
of the armistice agreed on between the repub- 
lican troops and those of the usurper are not in- 
terpreted as preventing propaganda for the 
spread of the cause. 

The revolution, which started in the interior 
provinces, chopped its way through to the sea 
when Kiang Su Province, in which Shanghai is 
located, joined the uprising. Che Kiang adds to 
the length of the coast over which the revolu- 
tionists have entire or partial control, and in- 
cludes Ning-po and other important ports. It is 
the eighth province whose accession to the revo- 
lutionists has been reported in this country. 

Yuan having consented to the restoration of 
the republic, the revolution now, of course, takes 
the form of a movement to prevent his continu- 
ance in office. As it is said to be supported by 140 
per cent of the population and a formidable per- 
centage of the territory within the Chinese juris- 
diction, more important news from the East may 
be eaperes by the time the 30-day truce expires.

This “‘pool’’ is of Baldy Ryan-like sim- 
plicity. The investor purchases a card 
containing the names of gll the clubs of 
two or three leagues. Three or more 
of these clubs are punched, The ticket 
containing the punched names of the 
three clubs which scored the highest 
combined total of runs, during the week, 
wins the capital prize. 

Among friends this is a harmless 
enough affair; and even as promoted 
on the 25 cent a ticket scheme it will 
not breed any desperadoes, in all 
probability. 

Perhaps it is even considered in some 
quarters a good thing for the owners 
of baseball clubs, in that it tends to 
concentrate interest of the fans on 
the national game, in a concrete way. 
N. B.—Concrete is correct. 

But it is said to be a violation of 
the law and therefore has no stand- 
ing in the community. Also, as run 
last year, these baseball pools were 
operated for private gain of individ- 
uals who gave back in the form of 
prizes only a.small proportion of the 
money paid them. 

The bulk of investors, having 
no way of figuring the problem, 
probably never knew how little 
they were being paid out of the
